1. Appoint a committee to study the feasibility of establishing an IRC Net to 
meet on the air to plan activities and provide communicaticns among the various 
members as well as other clubs. The IRC has never had a Net of it's own in thé 
te 
_ Establish a NEW OFFICE in the TRC called the ACTIVITIES MANAGER. As the Club 
grows and expands it's influence in the community, more coordination and project 
planning and execution is involved. This office should also general a full 
schedule of Programs and Speakers. = 
3. The IRC, in order to fullfill it's claim to be of service to the community 
should show more initiative in providing programs and guidance to the various 
Radio Clubs in the several area High Schools, working to establish projects, 
encourage students to get into Amateur Radio and assist Faculty in setting up 
Radio Clubs, station equipment, Trustee, etc. 
4, Organize a system of distribution and control of lending our various IRC 
Property. The Chief Engineer would provide a complete list of these items, their 
location and manage the loaning and return of such equipment set on a limited 
time basis. 
5. Complete the Club Banner Project. Run off the entries, choose a winner, 
grant a prize and appoint someone to construct the winning banner design. 
6. Complete the Badge Project, which seems to still be dragging on. Let's pry 
this one loose. : 
7. The IRC should appoint a volunteer to secure information regarding FCC test- 
ing in the area and get this info to the Editor for publication in the INDY

We should coordinate this and 
appoint some leadership and do a bang-up job out there. 


A SPECIAL PROGRAM ITEM FOR June 22nd meeting. 


You may have heard that the ARRL Board of Directors and the FCC have not been seeing 
eye to eye recently and cracks are appearing in the facade of the mutual admiration 
society of the past. The ARRL Board has been critical of some of the actions of the 
FCC and their decisions regarding Amateur Radio. There is division in the ARRL 
Membership, some being critical of the BOARD'S policies and don't want anyone to 
irritate the FCC, Others feel that the ARRL must not live wibhin the paternalistic 
attitude of the FCC and we must break away and speak out and question even the in- 
fallibility of the FCC and its administrators. The feelings on these matters have 
been expressed by Prose Walker, Chief of the Amateur and Citizens Radio Div. of 

the FCC, in speeches given before several Eastern Radio Clubs. I have obtained a 
copy of Mr. Walkers controversial speech and will read it at the 22 June, 1973 
meeting so that we will be forwarned and knowledgeable of the trends and forces 

at play today seriously effecting our precious rights to continued as licensed
